burgh, Scotland, which was en-
thuslastically accepted.

At the convention, a “hospital-
ity hut” was established to pro-
vide information and entertain-
ment for thoge present.

In 1928, James W. Davidson of
Calgary, Canada, began a trip
around the world which was des
tined to bring Rotary to many
new lands. Discomforts, illnesses,
accidents and other discourage-
ments failed to dampen the ardor
of this enthusiastic man. As a re:
sult, Rotary was to become more
truly worldwide.
